THE FIRST SEA FIGHT 


OUT of the maze of contradictory re- 


ports of battles fought ori l*nd and sea 
comes the confirmation of a naval fight in 
the Adriatic between French and Austrian 
warships. 
It appears that a French fleet 


sank four Austrian vessels, including the 
Zrinyi, a first-class battleship of 14,226 
tons displacement, and with an armament 
of four 12-inch and eight 9.4-inch guns. 
The type of the other three vessels Irst is 
not given. 


The loss of the Zrinyi is a. severe blow 


to what little naval prestige Austria pos- 
sesses. Austria has only one vessel of the 
dreadnought type, the Viribus Unitis, of 
20,000 "Ions. ~Ne*t in-tank come three 
battleships of the Zrinyi type, and the one 
lost was the newest and best of the lot. 
Besides these Austria has only three other 
battleships, of even less tonnage.
